USBE is planned as a permanent self-supporting agency, 
with support to come from participating libraries; 154 
large American public and university libraries have already 
pledged their membership to the USBE. Benefits to foreign 
libraries during the first three years are being underwritten 
by a grant from the Rockefeller Foundation.
